Edmonton, Nov. 16.—As the extra

Italian Headquarters in Northern 
Italy, Nov. 15.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The flood gates of the 
Plave and Sile Rivers, northeast of 
Venice, have been opened by Italian 
engineers. 

The action of the Italians in open- 
ing the flood gates of the Plave and 
Sile rivers probably means an attempt 
to drown out the Austro-German for- 
ces which crossed the lower Plave 
several days ago at Grisolera, about 17 
miles northwest of Venice. The flood- 
ing of the triangle formed by the two 
rivers and the Adriatic also probably 
would make ineffective any German 
attempt to debouch in force against 
the right flank of the Italian army 
along the Plave. South of the San 
Dona di Plave, the Sile and Plave riv- 
ers are very close together, and near 
here flood gates were constructed to 
hold the rivers in check so as to pro- 
tect the Venetian lagoon. On both 
sides of this triangle the land is at 
or below-sea level. 


classed as deserters from the Cana- 
dian army, a systematic search for 
them is being instituted by the police 
authorities. 

Commencing almost at once, the 
city and provincial police will search 
the city and the surrounding district 
for all inen who have failed to answer 
the call to register. It is-not known 
just what number hgve refused to re-

The police search for eligible men 
has already commenced in the eastern 
provinces, where many have been ar- 
rested on charges of desertion. It is 
reported that Calgary has also taken 
the initiative in Alberta in this  re- 
spect, and that several Class A men 
have been arrested there. 


While the military police here have 
been on the lookout for men who ob- 
viously belong to Class A, they have 
made no arrests. Their work will be 
largely simplified by the co-ordination 
of the police forces. 


THE VICTORY LOAN 
CAMPAIGN THROUGH- 


| ~ OUT THE PROVINGE 


A visit to the headquarters of the 
Victory Loan at Red Deer, Lethbridge, 
and Medicine Hat would show an act- 
ivity only slightly less than the bustle 
round -the Calgary City offices in the 
Palliser Hotel; and the_same activity 
prevails throughout the whole of 
Southern Alberta. Nearly all the ex- 
ecutive deputies are out in thélr var- 
fous divisions, and the honorary ‘chair- 
men and captains and teams are busy 
all through the, country. 

At the points outside Calgary the 
district secretaries undertake the Te- 
cording work. That {s essential for 
the smooth working of the system, 
and they go over each application 
carefully before passing it through 
their hands. For the city of Calgary 
the Southern Alberta Executive has 
relieved the local office of that heavy 
work, and Mr. Thoburn Allan, the 
secretary, and Mr. J. B. Sutherland, 
the treasurer, and fp large staff of 
helpers, including Major Logie and 
Mr. G. L. Peet and 20 recorders and 
stenographers go over the opplicatians 
and sift out any that are imperfect. 
A good many applications were sent 
in not properly filled up in the first 
few days of the campaign, but canvas- 
sers are becoming more careful as 
they realise that they have to go back 
on thelr tracks to get mistakes cor- 
rected. 

The Publicity Chairman for South- 
ern Alberta, Mr. R. J. C. Stead, and 
his staff,-have got ‘most of the pub- 
licity matter distributed, and they are 
attending now to requests for addit- 
fonal material, and to catching up with 
the last places that were organised. 

Asked today as to how the returns 
from outside were showing up the 
vice-chairman, Mr. G. R. Marnoch, said 
that after the recording staff had got 
the machinery going for taking care 
of the city of Calgary work into work- 
ing order, they were able now to deal 
with the great bulk of records com- 
ing in from the other district head- 
quarters. These are naturally some- 
what slow in coming in, and it will 
not be till after the turn of the week 
that it will be possible to say much 
as to how Southern Alberta, as a 
whole, is showing‘up. The advance 
reports by wire and phone, however, 
show that great results will come from 
Medicine Hat and Lethbridge, but 
that it will take the cities pretty hard 
going to show up against the country 
generally, Farmers in many districts 
are big subscribers; several appli- 
cations are coming in among the coun- 
try points for $10,000 and $20,000 for 
individual farmers. The results from 
Magrath and Barons are ‘particularly 
gratifying, but the organisation there 
was effected early and had a good 
start. Other places that were later 
in starting will show up very well 
within the next few days. All togeth- 
re it looks like Southern Alberta will 
do its bit in splendid fashion.

Dear Mr. Boyce.—............ I have beer 
very fortunate this year. My promo 
tion has been very rapid and I am now 
a Flight Commander. Then the Frencl 
have awarded me the “Croix de 
Guerre,” and our people the Distin 
guished Service Cross. Have 1 not 
Deen very lucky indeed? 

I think I told you | was attache 
to a fighting squadron. I have beer 
flying fast fighting scouts. They are 
single seaters and very easily man- 
oeuvred. It is much more exciting 
and trying than the bombers. Ow 
machines, methods and pilots are im 
proving so rapidly it is extremely diffi 
cult to keep pace with it all. Every 
day brings new ideas, new opportuni 
ties and new possibilities. Old avia 
tion fallacies are broken down. What 
we considered* impossibilities a year 
ago, are every day occurrences. The) 
are trying to publish books on modern 
flying, but every edition so far pro 
duced has been tremendously out ot 
date when it reached the public. Om 
service text books are a mass of ad 
denda. It is simply impossible to 
succeed in aerial fighting with the 
methods of three months ago, and ev 
erything we do must be done with 
an eye to future development. 

You cannot realise how old-fashion 
ed and crude those machines we use: 
in Toronto are. There is simply no 
comparison in speed, climb, and re- 
liability. I often wonder what Amer- 
ica is doing. Has ste realised the 
rapid improvement? She has arrang 
ed to spend an enormous amount on 
aviation, but does she realise the tre-, 
mendous advance we are making and 
the keen competition in production? 
Has she laid her aviation plans real- 
izing that aeroplanes in use today will 
be deleted as fighting machines next 
spring? It is a case of better mach- 
ines and still better machines, or be- 
ing hopelessly outclassed. It is cer- 
tainly the biggest military problem of 
the day.

On Thursday of last week Wizau 
Gregoire, who was driving a odg team 
petween Gregoire Lake and th Chris 
‘ina river, was waylaid by a ha of 
the hungry brutes, who rushed upon 
his dog team. So sudden was their 
ittack that Wizau, who is young and 
vert, barely had time to leap for the 
rear of his carry all, snatch his re- 
peater and fire from his hip into the 
gaping jaws of a great brute which 
was springing upon him. The wolf 
knocked Wizau down, but even at 
such a disadvantage the man poured 
three shots into the savage animal, 
one while, lying prone, the other while 
regaining his feet, edch bullet tearing 
a hole in the beast; the third shot was 
fatal, blowing the top of the wolf's 
head off. 

The other five wolves were tearing 
and rending at the poor dogs, devour- 
ing the leader and its mate—a snarl- 
ing, ripping, yelling mass of wolves 
and dogs. Wizau bored the biggest 
of the pack, dropping him in the act 
of cruching the abck of a dog. In- 
stantly the rest of the wolves ceased 
their attacks and sprang into the thick 
bushes on either side. 

After reloading his rifle, caring for 
his remaining dogs, skinning the two 
dead brutes (which was accomplished 
in a few minutes, the night not being 
far off), Wizau continued his way, 
driving the depleted team to their 
limit. Fear supplied what was lack- 
ing in numbers, for his ten miles run 
to camp was covered in little over an 
hour. 

Wizau was scratched quite badly, 
and the clothes nearly torn off him, 
but he was able to take care of him- 
self sufficiently to make home. 

The boldness of the wolves is due 
to the fact that rabbits are practically 
extinct in this region. If the trappers 
are not diligent, or a sufficient bounty 
offered, big-game will suffer as never 
before in many years, as many hunt- 
ers tell the same general tale re- 
garding the prevalence of the wolvs.

WHERE OLD-TIME LIBERALISM 
STANDS 


Edmonton Journal.—With the state 
in danger, Why should the party divi- 
sions on the old lines continue? That 
the Union government meets a genu- 
ine demand is clearly shown by the 
manner in which Liberals and Con- 
servatives have sunk their old dif- 
ferences ever small issues in support 
of it. We find Grits and Tories gath- 
ered together in the same conventions 
and co-operating in the most friendly 
spirit. Those well acquainted with 
the bitterness of party feeling in Can- 
ada in the old days find the spectacle 
almost too good to be true. 

The greatness ofthe cause for which 
the Union government stands has, for 
those who appreciate what hangs 
upon the results of the war, dwarfed 
everything else. Nothing besides the 
war matters with them for the mo- 
ment. 

That there are a few wao are 
sincerely anxious to have Canada do 
its duty and who are still disposed 
to obey the instinct of party loyalty 
cannot be denied. Their attitude is 
a mistaken one in two ways. They 
have no right to sacrifice the interests 
of their country for those of a party 
and in the second place they are 
showing greater loyalty to traditional 
Liberalism by supporting the Union 
government than by supporting its 
opponents. 

Out side of- Quebec there are not 
more than half a dozen Liberal mem- 
bers of the last parliament who are 
adhering to Sir Wilfrid Laurier. We 
have two of them in Alberta, Hon. 
Frank Oliver, who backed up his lead- 
er at every stage of his opposition 
to the Military Service uct, and Mr. 
W. H. White, the late member for 
Victoria, who after absenting himself 
from the house on the critical vote 
on the second reading of the bill, fin- 
ally lined up with the majority of 
Liberal members and supported it on 
the third reading. Now he is critic- 
ising the act for which he voted, hav- 
ing secured an unexpected nomination 
as the Laurier candidate in the new 
constituency of Victoria. 


Opposed to these men are all the 
other former Liberal members of the 
province and in the Unionist cabinet 
we tind the former Liberal premier of 
Alberta. 


It is the same all through Canada, 
with the single exception of Quebec. 
The outstanding Liberals of the Mar. 
itime provinces are undoubtedly Hon. 
George H. Murray, for over twenty 
years premier of Nova Scotia, and 
Hon. W. S. Fielding, his predecessor 
in that post and minister of finance 
in the Laurier cabinet for the whole 
term of its existence. Both of these 
men have endorsed the Union govern- 
ment. 

In Ontario the leader of the party 
in provincial politics, Mr. Rowell— 
the man who more than anybody else 
since its defeat in 1905 has succeeded 
in infusing new life into it—has joined 
Sir Robert Borden. 

In Manitoba and Saskatchewan there 
is absolutely no disagreement among 
the leaders of the Liberals. They are 
all behind the Union government. 
Hon. J. A. Calder, whose prominence 
in Saskatchewan Liberalism hardly 
needs to be referred to, resigned from 
the provincial cabinet to accept a port- 
folio at Ottawa. Manitoba’s Liberal 
representative is the head of the Grain 
Growers’ Grain company, Mr. Crerar. 

In British Columbia the Liberal 
premier and his cabinet colleagues 
have thrown their weight behind 
Unionist candidates. The Laurier 
cause is championed by the Vancouver 
political junta which, in association 
with the Oliver-Cross delegates from 
Edmonton bedevilled the Winnipeg 
convention. This junta is fighting 
the B.C. premier just as it is fighting 
Sir Robert Borden and his colleagues. 

The unanimity of the stand of Lib- 
eral newspapers throughout the coun- 
try is more remarkable. When every- 
one tells you that you are being untrue 
to Liberalism by supporting the Union 
government you can afford to smile at 
him when you know that government 
is also being supported by the Toronto 
Globe, the Winnipeg Free Press, the 
Toronto Star, the Halifax Chronicle, 
the Victoria Times, the Regina Lead- 
er, the Calgary Albertan, the Leth- 
bridge Herald, and practically every 
other Liberal newspaper of conse- 
quence in the country. 

The charge being made that these 
publications have been bought up by 
the “interests” is so foolish that it is 
not worth answering.

4] of November 10, 1916, offers of 
‘easonable prices, therefore, to those 
yolding undue quantities cannot be 
refused without risk of offense ag- 
iinst the terms of that order-in-coun- 
i.” ; 

The commissioner also expresses 
lissatisfaction with regard to the egg 
situation. He points out that the in- 
crease of holding is only 4 per cent., 
but the circumstances are peculiar. 
Exports as shown by the department 
of Customs for October decreased 
from 1,574,034 dozen in 1916, to 951,134 
dozen in 1917, “There is,” says the 
commissioner, “notoriously an absence 
of opportunity to: ship, which has re- 
sulted in a falling off in demand. Per- 
ishable stocks are being held, notwith- 
standing. It would seem that plain 
business prudence would dictate the 
olacing of these egg stocks inthe Ca- 
nadian market at once. otherwise 
there is likely to be serious loss of 
valuable food.”

When the “TAX ENFORCEMENT RETURN” is confirmed by the 
Judge, and registered in the office of Land Registration District, the 
ownership of lands on the return is vested in the Local Improvement 
District, free from all liens and encumbrances. 


If after ONE YEAR, the taxes, costs, expenses, etc., against-the 
lands have not been paid, it becoiies the absolute property of the 
Local Improvement District, and si bject to the approval of the Min- 
ister, may be sold, leased or othe: wise disposed of by the Council 
on such terms and conditions as it :nay fix. 


For the purpose of giving inform: tion with regard to this new law, 
and for the receiving of taxes, paying wages and accounts, and the 
transaction of Local Improvement District business generally, I will 
be at my office, Room 10, The NEWS BLOCK, Red Deer, daily 
(Sundays and Holidays excepted), until further notice.

eminence. He also made clear how 
only a man of Kitchener’s strength 
and personality could have mobilized 
the enormous army at the outbreak 
of war, which saved England from 
shame and defeat. He also referred 
to Kitchener's moral ideals, and how 
he endeavored to infuse them into the 
hearts of his soldiers. These ideals 
grew in beauty and strength as the 
speaker contrasted them with the base 
and fiendish methods of warfare, 
which are the outcome of the German 
philosophy that might was right. 

In closing his lecture the speaker 
showed how fitting was the manner of 
Kitchener's death in the height of his 
military renown, and as a representa- 
tive of British greatness. In his death 
he had for his casket a battleship. 
and for his sepulchre the ocean depths 
over which England rules supreme. 

The meeting closed with the sing: 
ing of the National Anthem.

OF VENICE 


HEAVIEST ART . TREASURES. 
BEING TAKEN TO PLACE 
OF SAFETY. 


Venice, November 16.—The evacu- 
ation of Venice is almost complete, 
this city having undergone the same 
treatment as Treviso and Vicenza, 
with the difference that its art treas- 
ures were so numerous and of such 
collosal proportions that am army of 
workmen was required to transport 
them. The great pictures, carvings, 
fine glassware and ivories and similar 
art treasures were transported easily, 
being removed at the beginning of the 
war. 

The present removal of art treas- 
ures included the heaviest works, 
which up to this time had been pro- 
tected by sand bags or hid in cellars. 
The most important was the Bartolo- 
meo Colleoni monument, the last work 
of Andrea Verrochio, the master of 
Leonardo Davinci. It was erected in 
the fifggenth century and-was consid- 
ered one of the finest equestrian stat- 
ues in the world. The four gilded 
bronze horses from the Basilica of St. 
Mark were also removed. This was 
their fifth journey, as they were taken 
from Rome to Constantinople and 
thence in 1904 to Venice. More than 
a hundred years ago Napoleon took 


‘them to Paris, whence they were re- 


turned to Venice. They now probably 
will be housed temporarily in the mu- 
seum of the Baths of Diocletian at 
Rome. . 
AUSTRIAN STATEMENT. 


Vienna, Nov. 13 ,Delayed).—The of- 
ficial statement from general head- 
quarters today reads: 

“Italian theatre: additional high 
positions have been taken from the 
enemy in Settee Camuni. To the east 
of Grigno the Austro-Hungarian troops 
stormed an armored work on Cima Di 
Campo, at the same time an armored 
Cima Di Lan stronghold was blown 
up and fell into our hands. With the 
fall of these two works a breach has 
been made in the’strongest group of 
[talian frontier positions. Lamon and 
Fonzaso have been captured. 

“During the last few days Field 
Marshal Conrad’s troops have.brought 
In over 2,500 prisoners. 

“In the Cordova valley, an Italian 
regiment was compelled to lay down 
its arms. We took the staff colonel 
and officers and 4.000 men prisoners. 

“On the lower Plave there has been 
lively fighting at some points. 

“In the eastern theatre, apart from 
a thrust undertaken near Gorodo- 
szcze, nothing of {importance has oc- 
curred.

Alberta Farmers’ Live 
Stock Bulletin 


Cattle—With a moderaterun of cat- 
tle during the early part of the week 
and a brisk demand for all classes of 
killing cattle, prices were good and 25 
cents per 100 Ibs. was paid in advance 
of last week's close. Heavy receipts 
of cattle came on Thursday and con- 
tinued all night until on Friday morn- 
ing the commission men were at a loss 
to know where to pufthem. The act- 
ive demand for feeding steers that 
has been the brightest part of the 
trade during the past few weeks was 
lacking and we had to rely on the 
packers taking the bulk of the cattle, 
with keen competition on the choice 
heavy cattle, prices were high on Wed- 
neday and we sold one extra goo 
steer for Mr. Larson of Iddlesleigh at 
11 cents. This steer weighed 1620, 
and yas pronounced by the experts to 
be one of the best steers ever shipped 
here. Another steer in the same ship- 
ment brough 10 cents, and on Thurs- 
day we again topped the market with 
a 10 cent steer and half a load at 9 
cents. Good butcher steers 1100 to 
1250 Ibs, bring $8.40 to $8.65 and me- 
dium butcher steers $8.00 to $8.35, 
with common stuff selling from $7.00 
to $7.40 and common cows $5.50 to 
$6.50 with a brisk demand for canners 
at $3.25 to $4.50. We sold a number 
of choice oxen at $8.25 and others at 
$8.00 with $6.00 to $7.00 paid for me- 
dium and canners down to $4.00. Top 
bulls bring $6.50 with medium at $6.00 
to $6.25 and Bolognas $4.50 to $5.50. 
The demand for stockers had been 
slow and it is hard to sell common 
stocker cows, especially if thin. Some 
extra well bred ones would — bring 
$65.00 to $70.00 with the common 
sort down to $50.00. Yearlings are 
worth from $52.00 to $55.00 with two 
year old steers 850 to 950 Ibs from 
$7.50 to $7.75. Calves are being held 
at $38.00 to $40.00 with few buyers. 
We bought and shipped one car of 
stockers to Cayley, one to Nanton, 
one to Vulcan and one to Okotoks. 

Top price on cattle a year ago, 
$7.60. 

Hogs—Hog receipts during the ear- 
ly part of the week were light. We 
sold our Wednesday hogs at $15.60 
Thursday hogs $16.10 and early Fri- 
day morning our hogs realized $16.35. 
There were more hogs for sale than 
has been the case for several week 
und the spring hogs are beginning to 
be regular arrivals. We would advise 
our shippers not to ship their hogs 
too soon as there is a heavy cut on 
light hogs under 140 Ibs. Top price 
on hogs a year ago, $10.35. 

Sheep—The prices continue steady 
with choice lambs selling from $12.50 
to $14.00. Wethers $12.00 to $13.50, 
and Ewes $10.00 to $11.00. Several 
bunches of breeding ewes have 
changed hands at $14.00 to $16.00, but 


the majority of buyers consider prices 
too high.

By preference the photographs 
should be unmounted and printed on 
bromido paper in order to ensure per- 
manence. Each photograph should 
be accompanied by a concise record, 
not exceeding two or three hundred 
words, of the subject’s military car- 
eer, including date of enlistmént, pro- 
motions, distinctions and so on, as 
this will greatly assist in obtaining a 
full and accurate record of all con- 
cerned. : 

In addition it is desired to collect

BRITISH ARE GIVING 
BETTER THAN THEY GET. 


American Infantrymen Shelled In a 
Reserve Shack in the West. 
a 
London, Nov. 16.—(Via Reuter’s 
Ottawa Agency).—Telegraphing from 
British Headquarters in France, Reu- 
ter’s correspondent last night said: 
“An extremely violent artillery bat- 
tle rages in the Passchendaele area. 
The enemy has been shelling for the 


past two days with the utmost vio- 
lence the advanced lines of the Cana- 
dians, but if the Germans have been 
shelling heavily, ours have been 
heavier. Wounded Canadians speah 
of our artillery work with the great- 
est admiration, and say when ever 
they have been threatened in an in- 


.fantry attack our artillery has settled 


down on the line a curtain, 80 sweep- 
ing the ground that no infantry could 
live. Moreover, under the volume of 
our counter-battery work the German 
gun positions are growing more and 
more difficult to maintain. It is doubt- 
ful if a more fierce and more con- 
centrated artillery duel has ever been 
seen on this front. 
AMERICANS WOUNDED. 

With the American Army in France, 
Nov. 15.—A number of American in- 
fantry, suffering from shell wounds, 
arrived today at the clearing stations. 
They were caused by the same shell, 
which exploded over a shack in the 
reserve in which was a group of Am- 
ericans.

GERMAN SUBKIARINE 
CARIPAIGN DEFEATED 


COMPARED TO FAILURE OF THE 
ENEMY HIS RECENT SUCCESS 
IS TRIVIAL. 


New York, Nov. 15.—Arthur Pollen, 
the famous British war expert, has 
made the following statement to the 
Associated Press on the submarine 
warfare and the various political cris- 


es in Europe: 

“Anything unsatisfactory in the 
military and political situation = in 
Europe is balanced by the extraordin- 
ary news that the German submarinc 
campaign has broken down altogether 
The submarine is defeated. ‘This is 
the most momentous event since the 
United States declared war. It means 
that we can stay all in and that Amer. 
ica can really come in. Six months 
ago shipping was being destroyed, ac- 
cording to some authorities, at a rate 
of 9,000,000 tons per annum. Had 
this loss continued the Germans had 
the right to expect, not indeed mili- 
tary victory, but a peace that would 
mean something much less than de- 
feat. This was Germany's only hope 
and it was the allies only anxiety, for 
everyone, including the German high 
command, knew that with the sea com- 
nunication reasonably safe, the mili 
tary defeat of the German army. was 
certain. 

“In the first fortnight of November 
the rate of loss of British tonnage of 
ships greater than 1,600 tons each, 
has fallen to about 1,000:000 tons a 
year. The present shipbuilding capac- 
ity of Great Britain alone can make 
this loss good in less than eight 
months. At the rate America, Great 
Britain and Japan are striving to at- 
tain, we should replace this loss in 
less than eight weeks. The rate ot 
loss for the last week is actually less 
than the annual toll of wrecks in 
peace times. It is an amazing devel- 
opment. It is not to be expected that 
losses can remain as low as this. They 
down. But 
they should never cause us serious 
unensiness again. 

OTHER SUCCESSES TRIVIAL. 

“Compared with this Germany's re- 
cent successes against Russia and It- 
aly and the jolt these have given to 
allied morale—which we see reflect- 
ed in the discussions on Premier Lloyd 
George’s speech—are really trivial in- 
cidents. Whether the Italians hold 
the Plave, the Brenta, or the Adige, 
whether it takes Kerensky, and the 
forces that are making for order in 
Russia a week or two weeks to pull 
that distracted country together; 
whether the House of Commons on 
Monday forgives the British Premier's 
blazing brutality or resents it, are all, 
compared with the change in the posi- 
tion at sea, quite unimportant. Now 
that the means required for victory 
are assured no dispute as to the best 
way of using them can do worse than 
slightly delay ‘the issue. Germany 
can never make a separate peace with 
Russia and must always maintain a 
great army on the eastern front. It 
is unbelievable that the demoraliza- 
tion of a part of the Italian army can 
spread to the whole. The German 
and Austrian invasion of Italy am- 
ounts really to an extension of their 
western front. For the first time 
France and England and America will 
be able to strike at Austria as well as 
at Germany. This will not ultimately 
be a military advantage to the enemy. 
It may, indeed, be his ruin. In Eng- 
land, it is certain that the sober coun- 
cils will avail. It is to the last degree 
improbable that any excited or hys- 
terical defeat of Mr George in parlia- 
ment will take place. In face of the 
vindication of sea power, the greatest 
war achievement of the British, Amer- 
ican and allied navies in the last three 


| ANEW PRIVILEGE z 


FINANCE: MINISTER ANNOUNCES 
THAT ALL VICTORY BONDS 
MAY BE REGISTERED. 


The following announcement _ has 
been made from Ottawa:—The finance 
minister of Canada has issued a new 
instruction in connection with the 
Victory Bonds, which will be of much 
benefit and importance to many small 
investors. He has decided to: grant 
the privilege of the registration of all 
bonds, that is to say, that bonds of all 
denominations, including the $50 
bond, may be registered as to princi- 
pal and as to principal and interest. 
In previous loans ,the privilege of 
gistration was necessarily confined 
bonds of the larger denomination, 
such as $1,000 bonds or more. Bonds 
of lower denomination were issued 
as bearer bonds, with coupons attach- 
ed, and while carrying equal benefits 
as to principal and interest were Hable 
to being lost by their owners. Under 
the privilege now given by the Fin- 
ance Minister, the buyer of any bond 
(whatever the denomination), may 
have it registered, in which the inter- 
est will be paid by cheque, and the 
bond, if lost, may be replaced after 
proper evidence has been shown. 

It is believed that this privilege will 
be greatly appreciated by many fhou- 
sands of sinall investors, who will 
thus be assured of the absolute safety 
of their investment even against fire 
oY carelessness, or any other accident- 
al cause of loss. This improvement 
in the issue will involve extra work 
upon the Department of Finance, but 
Sir ‘Thomas White considers that its 
benelits will more then offset the la- 
bor involved.
